ft. On April 30, 2011, FLETCHER was interviewed by MPD detectives and explai ned that, approximately 
three to four days prior to April 21, 201 1, he accompanied the DEFENDANT toH Minnesota Avenue, SE, 
#202. FLETCHER stated that while they were inside of apartment i^M, he observed a flat screen television 
in the bedroom. FLETCHER said he stayed in the living room and that the DEFENDANT and DECEDENT 
walked toward the kitchen area of the apartment, FLETCHER then heard a scuffle, got up and went toward 
the kitchen, where he saw the DEFENDANT striking the DECEDENT. FLETCHER told the detectives that 
he left the apartment and, while leaving, could still hear the assault, FLETCHER added that he went to the 
DEFENDANT'S apartment the next day and saw a flat screen television in the DEFENDANT'S bedroom, 
FLETCHER stated that he confronted the DEFENDANT about the assault, asking the DEFENDANT - "You 
took the old man's TV?" - to wliich the DEFENDANT replied "Yeah I took it" The day after the assault, 
FLETCHER went back to check on the DECEDENT, knocked on the door, but received no answer. 
FLETCHER told MPD detectives that he has known the DEFENDANT for at least four years and positively 
identified a confirmation photograph of DEFENDANT DENNIS WASHINGTON, B/M, date of birth 
10/10/1970, PDID 526-059. 

9 On May 2, 2011, and May 14 ? 2011, W-4 was interviewed by MPD detectives. W-4 recalled that TT had 
recently received a telephone call around 12:30 a.m. from FLETCHER, who franticly told W-4 that a friend of 
FLETCHER'S paid him $20 to walk with him [friend] to an old man's residence to get some money. 
FLETCHER further stated toW-4 that while they were at the old man's house, FLETCHER was sitting on a 
couch and heard the old man being assaulted. FLETCHER told W-4 that he left the residence and was upset 
about what happened, FLETCHER also told that FLETCHER'S friend had sold his television and that 
the friend wanted to get the old man's television, W-4 reported that FLETCHER further stated that the next 
day, FLETCHER went to the friend's house, saw the old man's television, and confronted the friend about the 
television. FLETCHER stated the friend admitted taking the television. 

10. On June 14, 20 1 1 P W-5 was interviewed by MPD detectives and reported that IT was a lifelong friend of 
FLETCHER. W-5 said that sometime after the DECEDENT'S body was discovered, FLETCHER told W-5 
that the DEFENDANT and he had gone to collect money from an "old man/ 3 but the old man didn't have the 
money, so FLETCHER hit the old man first and then the DEFENDANT hit the old man and took the TV. W- 
5, who noted that FLETCHER was drunk at the time of the conversation, reported that FLETCHER said 
"DENNIS just beat the guy up for the TV; I just got a couple of licks in and got my money/' W-5 also 
reported that FLETCHER stated that DENNIS and he were "supposed to go up there and get a TV, but I didn't 
know that DENNIS was going to kill the man. I just hit him a few times and I left out." W-5 added that 
FLETCHER said he was telling on the DEFENDANT because he believed the DEFENDANT was telling on 
him. W-5 identified confirmatory photographs of the DEFENDANT and FLETCHER. . 

1 1. On April 29, 201 1, MPD officers executed a District of Columbia Superior Court Search Warrant at the 
DEFENDANTS home, MM 34 th Street, SE, Several items were seized, including a Dynex 32" flat screen 
DVD Combo LCD HDTV, model number DX-32LD150A1 1, with the serial numbers scratched out. The 
television was located in the DEFENDANT'S bedroom. Also located in the residence was a box for a 
12" Dynex LCD HDTV, model number DX-32LD15,2A11 [Emphasis added] and a receipt dated 02/03/2011, 
from the Arlington, Virginia, Best Buy store, which indicates the purchase of a Dynex 32" television, model 
DX-32LD152AI 1, for $279.99 plus tax. 

12. On May 5, 201 1, the television seized during the search of DEFENDANT'S residence, a Dynex 32 s ' flat 
screen DVD Combo LCD HDTV, model number DX-32LD150A, was examined by MPD MCL officers, who 
recovered six latent prints. It was later determined that one of the prints from the bottom right side of the 
television was of value. That recovered print was examined and determined to match the DECEDENT. 



13. On April 29, 20 1 1 , the DEFENDANT was voluntarily interviewed about the murder of the DECEDENT 
and stated, among other things, that approximately a week earlier, his girlfriend called the police to his 
residence because of a disturbance caused by CHRISTOPHER FLETCHER. The DEFENDANT stated that 
he knew the DECEDENT from time they both spent time living on the street, that at the time he saw the 
DECEDENT approximately one month ago, he had not seen him in about three years. The DEFENDANT 
stated that over the previous month [March 2011], the DECEDENT and DEFENDANT smoked marijuana 
together approximately four times - two times at the DECEDENT'S house and two times at the 
DEFENDANT'S house and that the DECEDENT still owed him $10 for marijuana. The DEFENDANT also 
stated that he purchased the 32" television (seized from his apartment) and that it was an "open box" item he 
purchased at Best Buy. 

14. On May 2, 201 1, MPD detectives spoke with the DECEDENT'S case worker, who provided a letter dated 
10/27/2010, indicating that Bread for the City provided the DECEDENT with living expenses, including a 
check, a portion of which was used to purchase a Dynex television. The case worker also provided a sales 
receipt dated 10/16/2010 from a Best Buy store located in College Park, Maryland, for the purchase of a 32" 
flat screen DVD Combo LCD HDTV, model number DX-32LD150A, for $379.99 plus tax. 

15. On May 25, 2011, CHRISTOPHER FLETCHER was shot and killed. Subsequently, John Bolten was 
charged with FLETCHER'S murder. 

16. On June 23, 2012, the DEFENDANT was again voluntarily interviewed and stated, among other things, 
that he had known the DECEDENT since 1997 and that, at the most, had been to the DECEDENT'S 
apartment ten times, with the last time being between the first and third of April 201 1 . The DEFENDANT 
stated that the last time he was there was a Friday. The DEFENDANT further stated that the television seized 
from his residence was his television, that he purchased it at a Best Buy in Arlington, Virginia, and that it was 
an open box floor model. He stated that the box (also seized during the search) is the box given to him by 
Best Buy. The DEFENDANT also stated that the DECEDENT had been to his residence twice, that he may 
have touched his property, including his television. 

17 The sales receipt seized from the DEFENDANT'S residence (dated February 3, 2011) from Best Buy in 
Arlington, Virginia, for the purchase of a 32" Dynex HDTV, model number DX-32LDI52A11 (recovered 
during the search), indicates that the DEFENDANT purchased a model consistent with the seized box from the 
DEFENDANT'S residence, but inconsistent with the television actually seized from the DEFENDANT'S 
residence (which is model number DX-32LD150A11). The television seized from the DEFENDANT'S 
residence is consistent with the model purchased by the DECEDENT. 

18. Lastly, this affiant spoke to a manager at Arlington, Virginia Best Buy, who looked at the receipt seized 
from the DEFENDANT'S residence (dated 02/03/2011) and explained that all open items or display models 
that are sold are given a new bar code sticker (a 'license plate'). The seized receipt of 02/03/201 1 does not 
indicate a "license plate' sticker code. Thus, there is no indication on the receipt that the 02/03/11 purchase 
was for an open box item or display model. Based on the above information, and the fact that the serial 
numbers were scratched off, your affiant believes that the television seized from the DEFENDANT'S 
residence is the television purchased by the DECEDENT and taken from the DECEDENT'S residence. 



RECOMMENDATIONS: Based on the facts set forth in the Affidavit, your affiant believes that probable 
cause exists, and respectfully requests that a judge of the District of Columbia Superior Court issue a warrant 
for DENNIS WASHINGTON.
